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FORMER LEGISLATOR AND RETIRED, 
Superior Court Judge Ralph Moody, 
81, died Feb. 19 in Anchorage. 

Moody was raised in a poor 
Alabama farming family. While 
Moody was in high school, his 
father gave him a calf to raise. When 
the calf was grown, Moody rented it RALPH MOODY 
out to a next-door neighbor for 
milking. This milk money paid Moody’s tuition at the University of 
Alabama Law School where he received his doctorate of law. 

In 1946 Moody moved to Juneau to work for the Office of Price 
Administration, but within two weeks he had landed another job as 
an attorney with the Army Corps of Engineers. The young lawyer 
soon entered state politics, first serving in the territorial and state 
Legislatures, and then as majority leader of the first state Senate. 

In 1960, Governor Bill Egan appointed Moody to the position of 
state attorney general. Two years later, Egan appointed him to the 
Superior Court bench, a post he held for 23 years. 

Moody quickly gained the reputation of a by-the-book judge. He 
scoffed when anyone suggested poverty was an excuse for commit- 
ting a crime. 

“I don’t buy that,” he once said. “You shouldn't get off because 
you're poor any more than you should get off if you're rich.” 

He also was tough on repeat offenders who tried to use divine sal- 
vation as a cover. In a national magazine interview, Moody recalled 
what he told a criminal up for sentencing in his court years ago: 

“Well, I've been sitting on this bench a good many years, and a lot of 
you fellows find God there [in jail],” Moody said. “However, he never 
seems to accompany you when you leave, so Ive concluded that he lives 
there, and I’m sending you back where he can keep an eye on you.” 

Seaborn Buckalew, a longtime Moody friend and fellow judge, 
once said: “A defendant who stood in front of him would have a
